Sacretary Carlisle, at tho instance of 


the gold trnst, baa given another tlow 
to silver. 
After November 1st the 


coinage of silver, except subsidiary 
coins, snch as dimes and quarter?, w 
cease and the mint at New Orleans will 
be closed and probably dismantled 
though, that might require an act of 
Congress. 


The total coinags of silver dollars 


under the Bland and Sherman acts 
amounts to $423,239,307. Since Secre- 
tary Carlisle h=s been e.t tho bead of 
the Treasury Department only 4,S82,2il 
standard dollars have been coined and 
tines the comiaeneementof tho present 
fiscal year only ninety standard dol- 
lar;, have been minted. 


There ere 137,634,000 ounces of. flue 


* bullion now in tbo Treasury. This vras 


purchased under tha Sherman Act ut 
a cost of $124,080,823. If coined it 
wojld make 177,964,000 standard dol- 
lars and the Government would de- 
rive a profit oi very nearly $54,000,000 
from the transaction. Instead, how> 
ever, of nsing the Carson and New Or 
leans mints to coin the silver it pre- 
fers to close them and issue interest 
bearing bonds for pold to make up th< 
deficiency between the Government ro 
ceipts and expenditures, and Senator 
Sherman in bis speech tit Masillon 
Oh.o, just one week ago, said he, with 
the great body of 
the Republican 


party, approved this policy. 


The Sherman Act of 1890 provided 


that the Treasury notes issued ia pay- 
ment of silver bullion might be re- 
deemed in coin, gold or silver, at the 
option of the Secretary of the Treaim y 
Though the notes state on their face 
that they are redeemable in coin, Sec- 
retary Wmdom construed the law to 
mean that they were redeemable in 
Sold. Secretary Foster, who succeed ec 
Windom, placed the same constructor 
on the law, an.i Secretary Carlisle fol- 
lowed their example, furnishing inoro 
proof that there is no difference be- 
tween Republican and Democratic Ad 
ministrations on the monetary ques- 
tion. Under this construction $76,- 
193,522 in Treasury notes have been re 
decreed in gold. 


If the silver bullion now in the 


Treasury was coined it would add $177,- 
J)t51,000 to the money in circulation. 
Ii 


people did not want the coin they 
coulJ get silver notes, which aie re- 
deemable in standard dollais. As the 
gci i ring does not want more money 
put m circulation, especially iej.i! 
tender notes redeemable in standard 
dollars, as that would interfere with its 
scheme 
to 
control 
the finances 


of 
the 
United States, 
no 
more 


silver dollars are coined, and the 
Treasury notes issued in payment of 
bullion are made gold obligations. 


The financial policy of the Demo- 


cratic and Republican factions of the 
Wall Street party is identical. Sena- 
tor Sherman, who is held up by Re- 
publicans as the greatest living finan- 
cier, says so and that policy will be 
continued during the next Administra- 
tion if either faction of the gold party 
is in the ascendancy at Washington. 


Do the people of Nevada think it ad- 


visable to support one or the other of 
these factions in the next Presidential 
campaign ?

Railroad men say business is falling 


off on the Central Pacific. This is un- 
usual at this season of the year when 
the fall trade is brisk. The cause is 
stated by the Chicago papers. 
The 


Inter-Ocean says in its efforts to shift 
business to the Sunset route the South- 
ern Pacific has resorted to open rate- 
cutting and as freight is more easily 
diverted than passengers the company's 
efforts have been centered on 
the 


latter. It has recently withdrawn all 
Southern Pacific tonpons from the 
ticket cases in all the local ticket offi- 
ces of eastern roads, and extensively 
advertised the Sunset route at the ex- 
panse of the Central Pacific. 


The Chicago papers give prominence 


to tho efforts of the Southern Pacific 
to divert travel and freight to the 
Southern route, because it injures 
Chicago to have eastern business go to 
New Orleans instead of west by the 
Union and the Central Pacific-. That 
traffic is diverted from the Central line 
is evidenced by the fact that business 
la falling off between Sacramento and 
Oaden. 


It may be that the Southern Pacific 


Company has no hope of getting i 
funding bill through the next Congress 
and as Mr. Huntington says tbe Cen- 
tral Pacific cannot pay the debt due 
the Government at maturity it is pre- 
paring to give up tbe road and is now 
diverting traffic from it to the Sunset 
route.

The Sale of Silks, Burma. 


The -wooden floor of the stalls is raised 


two to three feet, so that the buyer, 
standing on the ground, is about on a 
level with the seller, Bitting in the 
stall Tho stall -will be about 8 by 10 
feet, and each has at the back a strong 
lock np cupboard or wardrobe, -where 
the wares are shut at night, but in the 
day they will be taken out and arranged 
daintily about tbe girl seller. Borne 
made silks are the staple—silks in 
checks of pink and white, of yellow and 
orango, of iiidigo and dark red. Some 
are embroidered in silk, in silver or 
in gold. Some are plain. 


All are thick and rich. None is 


glazed, and noue is gandy. There will 
also be silks from Bangkok, which are 
of two colors—purple shot with red, 
and orauge shot with red, both very 
beautiful. • All the silks are woven the 
size .of tho dress—for in en, about 38 feet 
long and 20 inches broad, and for wom- 
en about 5 feet long and ranch broader. 
Thus there is no cutting off the piece. 
The anas, too, which aro the bottom 
pieces for a woman's dress, are -woven 
tho proper size. There will probably, 
too, be piles, of snowy cambric jackets 
and gauzy silk handkerchiefs, but often 
Hioso are sold at separate stalls.—Black- 
wood's Magazine. 


A Railway Difficulty. 


In regard to the difficulty of making 


up lost time on railways a -writer in a 
foreign paper says: Thus, to take a case, 
ten miles to be run at CO miles an hour, 
average line, supposo the engineer is a 
couple of minutes lato when ho conies 
to this length of ten miles, which he 
generally runs iu ten minutes. If lie 
runs it at C5 miles an hour, he is then 
only making up one minute in every 
13 miles, and if he runs at 70 miles 
an hour ha wakes up one minute 
iu every seven miles. He is probably 
timed to make it necessary to do the 
ten miles about; as fast ns he can every 
day, BO that trying to gain even a cou- 
ple of minutes in this length is out of 
Uio question. Again, if he relaxes the 
speed ten miles, say, to fifty, ho is los- 
ing time at the rate of one minute in 
every five miles. Thus from a speed of 
GO nil increase of ten miles only gains 
ono miiiuto in evory seven miles, but a 
decrease of ten miles loses one minute 
in every live miles.—Power. 


Measuring a River With n Hat. 


You will bo surprised, no doubt, when 


we tell you that a man may measure 
the width of n river or of any other 
stream by means of the brim of his hat, 
provided the ground on his side of the 
stream extends back level for some dis- 
tance. 
Hero is the way it is done: 


The man stands facing the river and 


pulls down his hat brim until the edge 
of it is on an exact line with the edge 
of the bank on the opposite side of the 
Btream. Then, putting his hand under 
his chin to steady it, so as to keep his 
head in tho same position, he turns 
slowly urouud and notes where the edge 
of his hat brim cuts tho ground on his 
own side of the river.
